The President arrived In Brest
from Paris at 10:30 o'clock and went
direct to the dock where he embark-
ed on a French gunboat which took
him and his party to the George
Washington,

From the raiflroad siding to the
dock were drawn up a hattalion of
American soldiers and a French
marine band plaved the Star Snan-
gled Banner as the gunboat left its
moorirgs. All the ships in the har
hor displayed Ameriean flags and al
traffe was suspended while the
President's party was transferred to
the George Washington.

A French naval escort consisting
of the erniser Co~de and several tor-
pedo honts acted as » guard of honor
for the Ceorge Washington. Thia
eacort- with the American hattleship
New Mexico wIill accompany the
President ort to sea and then re-

turn. The New Mexico had as com-
panions four American torpedo
boats. George Leygues, the French

minister of marine, and Andre Tar-
dlen,
the United States, accompanied the
President on hoard the George Wash-
ington to bid him good-bye.

Franklin D. Roosevelt. American
assistant secretarv of the navy, ar-
rived In Brest shortly hefore the
President boarded the George Wash-
ington, and was taken ahoard the
liner on specinl naval craft.

The weather was misty and eloudy
with a moderate temperature.

After exchanging greetinga the
President stood on the gunhoat and
waved to the crowds on the docks
and those assembled on the embank-
ments high above the qgunav.

wave his hat and rmile as the boat
headed toward the George Wash-
fngton.

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TEXT OF THE DRAFT OF COVENANT
OF PROPOSED LEAGUE OF NATIONS

Paris, Feb. 19.—At the plenary
session of the preliminary peace
conference Friday afternoon at 3:30
at the Quai D'Orsay, President Wil-
son, as chairman of the commission
on the league of nations, read and
explained the following report:

Covenant.

“Preamble: In order to promote
international co-operation and to se-
cure international peace and secu-
rity by the acceptance of obligations
not to resort to war, by the pre-
scription of open. jJust and honora-
ble relatlons between nations, by the
firm establishment of the under-
standings of international law as the
actual rule of conduct among gov-
ernments, and by the maintenance
and justice and a scrupulous respect
for all treaty obligations in the deal-
Ings of organized people with one
another, the powers signatory to this
covenant adopt this constitution of
the league of nations:

PRESIDENT WILSON CENTRAL
